Elba gets two years in jail

RABBI Ido Elba, convicted of 
incitement to racism, illegal pos- 
session and manufacturing of 
weapons, seeking information 
about a restricted area, and ob- 
struction of justice, was sen- 
tenced yesterday to two years in 
prison and two years" suspended.

Procaccja’ said the sentence is 
meant to show that acts of racial 
incitement, coupled with intend- 
ed acts of violence against anoth- 
er population,. are forbidden by 
the law and are worthy of moral

“T said that I was ἪΝ guilty,” 
Elba told reporters. “A perver- 
sion of justice was done here. 
Anyone who reads the court pro- 
tocol and the indictment will see 
that it is not right.” 

Elba has been in jail since Sep- 

tember, and the eight months he 
has already spent in prison will be 
counted toward his sentence. 
+ The conviction stemmed from 
a 14-page halachic pamphlet, en- 
titled “Clarification of the hala- 
chot pertaining to the murder of 
Gentiles,” that Elba published ἃ 
few weeks after Baruch Gold- 
stein killed 29 Moslems in the 
Machpela Cave. 

Elba wrote that the biblical in- 
junction ‘Thou shalt not kill” is 
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not applicable to a Jew who kills 
a Gentile, and that this is not 
forbidden by the Torah. 

Haifa Chief Rabbi She’ar-Ya- 
shuv Cohen said in response to 
Elba’s conviction that “the right 
to think and express an opinion in 
the framework of the [yeshiva] 
study hail is not a reason for a 
criminal conviction."

IT may take months before it 
can be determined whether 
the Palestinian Authority’s 
clampdown on terror cells in 
Gaza is effective and the PA is 
taking control of affairs, 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said yesterday. 

Visiting soldiers wounded 
in Sunday's suicide bombings 
in the Gaza Strip at Sheba 
Hospital in Tel Hashomer, 
Rabin stressed that negotia- 
tions on the implementation 
of the next stages of the Oslo 
accord would continue. 

“J made it clear that we will 
continue the dialogue with the 
Palestinians, but only based on 
the premise that they do their 
part in observing the agreement 
we have signed, namely, assuring 
us that they are operating deci- 
sively against armed groups un- 
der their jurisdiction, against 
those who plan and those who 
carry out terror attacks. This is a 
test that cannot be evaluated in 
one or two days,” Rabin said. 

The type of suicide terror we 
are encountering, he stressed, is a 
test of endurance and will. 

Later in the day, Rabin met 
Labor ministers and MKs for a 
soed that fey ten toast, and 
asked that isplay more po- 
litical demnmization and unity. 

“This house, Labor's head- 
quarters, joined ranks, put in the 
extra effort and unmitigated de- 
termination, and won in 1992. 
When we were voted into office, 


we said that we would do every- 
thing possible to exploit every 
chance for peace. Anyone who 
understands even a little about 
foreign and defense policy must 
have known that the road to 
peace and security would by no 
means be short and easy. A 
bloody conflict, which has been 
raging for 100 years, laden with. 
emotions and hatred, can only be 
resolved by means of a process, 
not a stopwatch,” Rabin said. 

“We have drastically changed 
the domestic agenda, and results 
are already visible in education, 
in transportation infrastructure, 
in ἃ significantly lower onem- ~ 
ployment rate. We must proceed 
to balance the change of priori- 
ties we have initiated with an ad- 
vancement of peace and security. 
The real solution — and [ have 
said this in harder times than to- 
day — lies in determination, reso- 
lute decisions, relentlessness, and 
decisiveness, not in constant 
whining,” Rabin said. 

Tuming to terrorism, Rabin 
said: “Since January 1, 1994, 21 
Israelis have been murdered in 
the Gaza Strip. It is the same 
nomber as in 1993. But the dif- 
ference is that while in 1993, 11 
of those killed were civilians and 
10 were soldiers os security peo-

illed have been soldiers or se- 
curity. people, and only. four. ci- 
vilians, none of them a resident ἡ 
of the Gaza Strip settlements.

If published reports are true, 
the launch of Ofek 3 on April 5 
put Israel’s first ‘*blue-and- 
white” spy satellite into orbit. 

In the absence of authoritative 
data, we may only conclude that 
this was a very important step in 
realizing our ability to gather in- 
telligence from our own satel- 
lites, without depending on the 
good will of a third party, which 
will always have its own agenda 
and political motivations. 

A spy satellite provides a real- 
time visual picture of otherwise 
almost inaccessible areas and tar- 
gets. These satellites also have 
two great over rou- 
tine air reconnaissance: they 
eliminate the risk to pilots and 
planes; and they do not violate 
the sovereign airspace of neigh- 
with which we have peaceful 
relations. 

At the same time, we must not 
make the mistake of thinking that 
spy Satellites can solve all our in- 
telligence-gathering problems. 
Their sensitive lenses can supply 
visual data, but they cannot pro-

In the American presidential 
system, the president chooses his 
cabinet after the issues of party 
and national leadership have 
been resolved by the voters.

Given the institutional flaws, 
the achievement of Yitzhak Ra- 
bin is quite remarkable.

IDF puts truth on hold 


NCE upon a time, when 

the IDF was a source of 

infinite national pride, its 
generals were idolized as modern 
embodiments of Greek philoso- 
pher-kings, and announcements 
by the IDF spokesman carried 
weight. and were regarded as 
credible. 

But profound social changes, 
combined with an almost reli- 
gious approach to security and, 
ironically, the diminishing role of 
the army, have produced a new 
language: army newspeak. 

It is not the unintelligible mili- 
tary acronyms or impoverished 
slang that characterize every mili- 
tary organization. It is not even 
the local equivalent of Pentagon- 
speak, that incoherent, preten- 
tious, pseudoscientific, made-in- 
USA mumbo-jumbo. It is a 
genuinely idiosyncratic and indig- 
enous dialect. It is the officiat 
gibberish of the cult of security. 

Here are a few prime 
examples: 


The Air Force yesterday at- 
tacked Hizbullah strongholds in 
Jabel Tzafi (or any other site) 
in South Lebanon. Pilots reported 
accurate hits. {Similar Te 
ments have been used about 
shelling.] 

The Air Force has been attack- 
ing Hizbullah targets since Israel 
pulled out of Lebanon in 1985. 
On average, such an attack is 
launched once in 10 days. That 
means that almost 300 air strikes 
have been made in the Jast‘de- 
cade. The pilots have always re- 
ported direct hits. This raises two 
perplexing questions. How many 
Hizbullah strongholds are there? 
And if all hits are accurate, how

HAT great artists and writ- 

ers can be vicious bigots 

and all-around lowlifes is 
not news to Jews. 

Some of the giants in the arts, 
from Wagner to Dostoyevsky to 
Ezra Pound, have been virulent

Nor are depth, brilliance and 
professional skill guarantees 
against the most arrant political 
stupidity. George Bernard Shaw,

So Israeli writer Amos Oz, 
though by no means a giant, can 
be forgiven for being a political 
Primitive with an addled mind 
easily swayed by trendy slogans. 

What is a little more difficult to 
forgive is his penchant for the 
kind of verbal violence excoriat- 
ed by Peace Now, the movement 
he espouses. Speaking in 1989 to 
the peace-movement multitudes 
(about 20,000, reported by most 
of the press as 200,000) in Tel 
Aviv’s Malchei Yisrae] Square, 
το described the settlers of Gush 

munim in language Trotsk:

“A small sect, a messianic sect, 
obtuse and cruel, emerged a few 
years ago from a dark comer of 
Judaism, and it is threatening to

destroy all that is dear and sacred 
to us, to impose on us a wild and 
insane blood ritual....

Reaching for the glory of that 
speech, and obviously incensed 
and frustrated by the latest ter- 
rorist attack in Gaza, Oz wrote 
an op-ed article in Tuesday’s New 
York Times headlined “The Ha- 
mas-Likud Connection.” 

Its main thrust is that Prime 
Minister Rabin’s contention that 
the Likud is Hamas's accomplice 
should be reversed. Hamas, Oz 
writes, is the Likud's collabora- 
tor, “the best tool that the ex- 
tremist hawks in Israel have.” 
᾿ What follows, would be amus- 
ing if the circumstances were not 
80 Wagic: “Were it not for the 
crimes of the Hamas, Israeli 
hardliners would be in a sorry 
state, because they would have to 
reconcile themselves to peace.”

The founding of a new associa- 
tion, Israel's Media Watch, was 
announced last week in Jerusa- 
lem. Its declared purpose is to 
monitor the Israeli media, begin- 
ning with the two television chan- 
nels, for faimmess and balance. 

The association’s first report, 
covering two weeks in March, 
stresses the way screen time is 
allocated, which is as good a cri- 
terion as any. Giving one side of 
a political issue significantly more.

ERE are two more ques- 
tions to add to the four 
asked at the Seder. 

First. why is it that along with 
the wise child, the simple child 
and the child who doeso't know 
how to ask, we include the wick- 
ed child?

This motif of parent-child dia- 
logue also servesas a model for 
Israel's relationship with God.

The Israelites are His, and He 
cares for His flock with the gen- 
tleness of a parent.

Modern-day witches: 


ITCHES, according to chil- 
dren’s author Susie Morgea- 
stern, are politically incorrect. 

“The witch has given up on beauty. 
She doesn’t try to bide her wrinkles, or 
get a facelift. She lives alone in a 
crooked house on the outskirts of town. 
‘She’s not one of these politically correct 
women who can do anything a man can 
do. If she hammers a nail into the wall, 
she makes a crater. So why do we love 
her, this old, disheveled, wrinkled, 
hook-nosed, ugly lady?” 

More than 200 writers, teachers and 
other witch aficionados spent three 
days this week at Tel Aviv’s Sha‘ar- 
Zion Library at Beit Ariela discussing 
the fignre of the witch in world litera- 


dren and young adults. 

This year’s conference focused on the 
witch, explained organizer Ewa Lieber, 
head of the library’s cultural depart- 
ment, because she is a “figure of many 
faces... fear-inspiring and, at the same 
time, attractive,” a character that ap- 
pears in folk tales and children’s bed- 
time stories in virtually every culture. 

For the past few centuries, the figure 
of:the witch has in children’s 
Stories as the embodiment of evil, as a 


keeps cats and owls in her broken-down 
house, casts spells and eats small chil- 
dren. Stories about witches are often 
used to frighten children into behaving 
correctly, so the witch won't “get 
them.” 
The witch adopts a different guise 

various cultures, said Tel Aviv Gaver

and is often accused of preventing cows 
from giving milk. Italian children’s writ- 
er Nicoletta Costa described some of 
the “good witches” prevalent in Italian 
lore and fairy tales, including La Be- 
fana, an old, ugly witch with a good 
heart who brings presents to children 
on holidays. 

: Several presenters gave a feminist in- 
terpretation of the witch's role both in 
history and in legend: and literature. 

Har-Segor. said organized. witch- 
bunting-began in medieval Europe as a 

power struggle between the Church and 
Toc. pagan ‘faith’ systems, which were 


attracted to the witch’s promise of an 
alternative paradise. 

“Witches were dangerous to the au- 
thorities,” he explained. “They com- 
peted with the Church’s domination, 
and they were close to the people, more 
accessible.“ 

Claiming that witches were ἡ 
world’s first feminists,” Har-Segor pro- 
posed erecting monuments in every 
public square in Europe in honor of the 
thousands of innocent women tortured 
and executed on spurious witchcraft 
charges, ‘monuments to the anony- 
mous witch, to remember the evil and 
tyranny of Church fanaticism.” 


MEN HAVE always feared witches. 
seeing in them the essence of female 
mystery and power. British Council di- 
rector Dr. Harley Brookes noted that 
“the witch is feared and hated in male- 
dominated society. She doesn’t stay 
home, she doesn’t bear children, she 
doesn’t obey men, she roams around 
alone at night, and when she cooks, she 
uses the strangest ingredients.” 

More seriously, he added, the image 
of the witch's ability to drain men of 
their energy, thus dominating them, 
provoked clerics and town leaders to 


Adults, especially men, are often em- 
barrassed to talk about witches, some 
speakers said. Tel Aviv Mayor Ronni 
Milo, under whose auspices the confer- 
ence was held, introduced the opening 
night session by suggesting that 1,000 
witches fly into the city one night on 
their brooms and clean up the streets. 
“I think some of the problems we're 
facing in Israel, and in Tel Aviv, could 
be helped by witchcraft,” he quipped. 


IN THE past few decades, a kinder, 
more “human” witch has emerged in 
children’s literature alongside the tradi- 
tional demonic character. according to 
Hebrew University literature professor 
Dr. Miri Baruch. 

Psychology and television have made 
today's young people “less naive, more 
cynical,” she explained. “They want to 
verify everything. They don’t believe 
their grandmother's stories. Parents to- 
day can’t keep knowledge from their 
children like they could 100 years ago.”

pest Spring Festival. 

This was to be a cultural feast, a 
chance to visit as many museums and 
attend as many concerts, operas and 
ballets as I could pack into nine days, as 
guest of the Hungarian Tourist Board. 

It was hard to choose among the doz- 
ens and dozens of performances that 
made up the 24-day festival that ended 
last week. Anna Popper. of the tourist 
board, recommended the first concert, 
in which the soloist was Latvian-born 
violinist Gideon Kremer. 

“These tickets are found treasure,” 

she said, and indeed, it was standing 
room only. The venue was the Liszt 
Academy of Music, alma mater to gen- 
erations of music teachers and perform- 
ing musicians. Local residents, who fill 
its concert halls almost nightly, speak of 
the academy with reverence. 
. “This building is sacred,” said City 
Councillor Zoltan Cselovszki. 33, while 
visiting Israel last week for Budapest 
Week in Jerusalem. 

The building’s name suggests a cer- 
tain austerity. But, like all Budapest’s 
concert halls and theaters, it is rich in 
visual detail: finely carved wooden leaf 
patterns on the ceiling, : stained-glass 
lighting fixtures bearing the names of 
composers, art nouveau colored glass 
panels in the halls. 

And it resonates with history, not all 
of it happy: It was here, after World 
War II, that the local equivalent of the 
Nuremberg trials took place.

ISITORS to Caesarea 

\ 7 have long been impressed 

by the walled Crusader 
city and by the theater, but now 
they will also be able to see what 
has been described as the largest 
hippodrome in the world.

THE Kaesset Finance 
Committee yesterday approved 
the sale of Israel Shipyards to 
SKO Car after a stormy debate. 
The entire opposition faction 
abstained to protest the terms of 
the sale. 

Avraham Poraz (Meretz) 
questioned the legality of the 
sale, after the government 
agreed to pay Shipyards NIS 3 
million to compensate it for the 
economic damage suffered as a 
result of industrial action 
taken by the company’s workers 
during the sale process. 

Poraz said the payment 
constituted a change in the 
terms of the sale such that a new 
tender should be held. 

Dan ‘Tichon, the opposition 
coordinator on the committee, 
said that he and his colleagues 
were opposed not to the sale but 
to the process. 

Both Tichon and Poraz 
Suggested the process left the 
sale open to legal challenge by 
unsuccessful bidders. 

The decision to approve the 
sale was hailed by workers and 
Histadrut officials. 

“This is the best present 
present we could possibly have 
received for Pessah,’” said 
Baruch Zaltz, chairman of the 


Histadrut in Haifa. ‘We hoped 
and prayed throughout all the 
difficult times that the Shipyards 
would continue and this has now 
been assured.” 

The workers themselves also 
reacted warmly to the news. 
“We are all set to get back to 
work after the holiday and start 
on what we hope will be a new 
road,"' said one of the 
employees. 

The workers had barricaded 
themselves in the plant for 
nearly three weeks to press their 
demands for guaranteed 
voluntary retirement rights for 
up to 112 workers at preferential 
severance pay terms of 180 

Teent. 

“We have received assurances 
from the owners that they 
intend to run the Shipyards as a 
going concern and that one of 
the senior partners in SKO Car, 
Shlomo Shmeltzer, will himself 
be coming to the yards three 
times a week to manage the 
plant,"’ said Histadrut 
branch spokesman Yossi 
Leibowitz. 

“We hope that orders will 
be forthcoming and that the 
future of the shipyards and its 
227 workers is assured,” he 
added. '

Stocks headed higher early in 
the session along with bonds, af- 
ter the Commerce Department 
said US retail sales rose 8 moder- 
ate 0.2% in March. Analysts ex- 
pected a modest recovery for 
sales last month and said their 
Slower pace signals 85 overall 
slowdown in the economy. 


Sales fell a full 1% in February, — 
revised from an earlier reported 
0.4% decline, supporting the 
view that the economy is 
softening. 

“The retail number that we 
saw this morning was a bit on the 
weak side,"’ said Alan Acker- 
man, senior vice president at 
Fahnestock and Co, “‘It indicates 
that the economy may be slowing 
down, and consumers may be 
shepherding funds more carefully 
than expected.” 

Bolstering that assessment, the 
Labor Department reported that 
the number of new claims for job- 
less benefits fell by 4,000 last 
week to a seasonally adjusted 
338,000. 

Chrysler shares fell in leading 
volume on the Big Board, after 
shooting up 9% points Wednes- 
day, when investor Kirk Kerkor- 
ian made a surprise buyout offer 
at $55 per share, Chrysler closed 
at $477. 

“I think the reason it's down is 
theres growing skepticism that 
Kerkorian will ever pul! this off,’’ 
said Hugh Johnson, market strat- 
egist at First Albany Corp.
